At the School Board meeting last evening, 
with Charles Hayward in tho chair, and 
Measra. Saunders, Lovell, Bishop, Yates 
and Marohanb present, Mr. B. Williams was 
unanimously re-eleoted secretary, with a 
monthly salary of $85. 

Sanigor Bros, wrote ofToring to tugpoint 
tho briok of tho North Ward school for 28 
cents a yard. Referred to tho architect to 
report, 

A petition was read from ,35 ratepayers of 
the Oakland estate, asking for a school in 
some central part of tho Bottloment!, in 
which there wore 40 children of school ago, 
TnnsTti!

Messrs. W. Nicholas, A. Qlsen, N. Sabio 
and W. Clark, a deputation from the 
petitioners being present, spoke in favor of 
the petition, and after some disflussion the 
motion waa carried. 

Mr.' Hawkey wrote that on aeveral ocoaa- 
ions .the fence around the Spring Ridge 
Bohool had been maliciously damaged, and 
on motion of Trustee Lovell it was resolved 
to bring tho matter to tho attention of tho 
police. 

A report of tho attendance of teachers at 
tho Teaohera' Institute was received from 
Mr. Pinco.

That ic i^i 
furtlier evident, from tho published lim't 
tables of tho Central graded Bohools, aud 
tho Victoria West — that there ia a diversity 
between them. It is therefore recommend- 
ed that notilioation of this diversity bo im- 
mediately sent to Principals, Misa Williams, 
Mossra. Nothorby and Nicholson, request- 
ing them to meet at an early dato ond de- 
finitely <ix limit tables that shall bo used in 
each of tho schools of tho city. Principal 
Nctherby to be the convener of such meet- 
ing. In case of any disagreement concern- 
ing suoh tables, that Dr.>Pope be requested 
to settle any qneation in dispute.

London, Jan. 31.— An oflScial ciroalar 
just issued from the Government emigrants' 
information office says that It is too early fa 
the year for emigrants without money- 
other than female serv.uitg — to seek work in 
Canada unless they go to join friends ; they 
should prepare to leave atjthe end of Morob. 
The bonuses which were given last year to 
Bottlers who took up land in the Northwest 
and British Columbia will be discontinued 
on March 1 next. 

Work in Now South Wales, especially in 
towns, continues to be very scarce. The 
distress folt by clerks aud other light 
workers has been very great. Thoro are 
still many unemployed miners at the Broken 
Hill silver mines. Owing to the great de- 
pression in tho coal trade, tho Jarge colliery 
proprietors at Newcastle in th; north have 
terminated their present arran^onient with 
tho men, with tho view of arianging for a 
lower rate for hewing coul. 

In South Australia tho local supply of 
labor is quite sufficient to meet all demands. 

In Qeeensland there is no demand for any 
kind of labor, whetlitii' mcclianioal, pastoral 
or agricultural, and many men have been 
out of work, and no assistance ia now being 
given by tho colony to immlgranti. More 
gold, however, waa produced in the mining 
dietriots than in 1892, and tho sugar iudus- 
try, which employs mainly colored labor, 
has been prosperous. 

in Western Australia more publio works 
are now in progress than at any other tjme 
in the history of the colony, but some per- 
sona at Perth complain of want of work. 
Uudf r the homestead aot, which was passed 
last year, free graats of 100 Acres will be 
made to aettlera on conditions of residence 
and cultivation. 

In Tasmania no change for the better 
seema tb have taken place; at Hol>art and 
elsewhere many complain of inability to se- 
cure work. 

In New Zealand unskilled labor seems to 
be everywhere plentiful and even excessive. 
The building trades have been doing well 
and are improving at Auckland, Nelson, 
Uliristchurch, Dunedinand Invercargill, but 
tho engineering ond iron trodea have been 
dull everywhere except at Invercargill. 

In Csipe Colony the oificiala of the Rail- 
way department have been overwhelmed 
with applications for employment from 
mechanics and onginemen arriving at the 
Cape from Eogland and Australia, and there 
is no prospect for such artisans at present 
finding employment on the Cape Govern-' ■ 
niont railways. 

In Natal tho assisted passages are with- 
drawn, and the free passages for domestic 
servants are temporarily withdrawn duriiig 
revision of tho regulations. 

The warnings against emigration to Brazil 
still hold good, und it has been thought ad- 
visable to renew tho caution against tho 
farm-pupil system in Canada. 

New York, Jan. 31.— Advices from Lon- 
don say that notwithstanding the diBcour- 
aging reports of the condition of trade and 
labor in the United States, tho various pri- 
vate emigration [conoernB, offices of which 
abound in Loadeuhall street, tho Strand 
and other General sections of the motropolis, 
are already opening their spring eampaigni 
and making themselves responsible for rose- 
tinted reports of bright prospects that await.

So far, however, tho bait thrown out by the 
agents haa not been very oxtenaivoly bitten, 
tho mosses apparently pinning more faith to 
tho statements of the cable dispatches than 
to the poetic manifestos of the agents.

SnpernomerarieiB Ari^ve for the Tlngsblp-In- 
cideuts of the Trip From Halifax. 

A select party arrived yesterday direct 
from Halifax, in charge of Mr. Willoughby, 
chief boatswain of Esquimalt dockyard, who 
was sent to Halifax to meet thom. Tho 
party conaiatod of fifteen marines, twenty 
stokers, one loading stoker, one chief engine- 
room artificer, one bandsman, ono captum'a 
cook, and ono sick-berth attendant — forty 
men in all, for the disposal of H. M. S. 
Royal Arthur. On landing at Halitax from 
the Allan lino stoamor Mongolian, tho men 
took quarters in tho navy dockyard for a cou- 
ple of days. They were then placed in charge 
of Mr. Willoughby, and on January 21 were 
trinsferred to an Intercolonial railway car- 
riage for transport to Levis, whioh was 
reached on the 25th. The men were next 
t -ken across the St. Lawrence. in . tho ferry 
steamer, and placed on board a Canadian 
PaclQo tourist) oar, on which tbey. made the 
through journey to Vancouver, which waa 
reached as above stated. No change was 
necessary to be made in the ordinary tourist 
car with tho exception of placing in it a 
large cooking range. Inspector Blake, of 
the dining curs and oommisaariat depart- 
ment, accompanied the party to.Vanoouver, 
and Chef Gillespie, who has formerly.taken 
charge of similar parties, had the. cuisine 
under his able management. 

The men were not only fully satisfied, but 
greatly delighted at the fare, the attention, 
the comforta and the treatment they re- 
ceived from Che ollioiala along tho line. 
They speak of the trip acrods the continent 
as a midwinter picnic. Tlity enjoyed them- 
solvea greatly — aiuging, reading, spinning 
yarns, etc., etc. A geuuino blizzard raged 
on Sunday evening, near Moosejaw station, 
with blinding snowdrift ; but tho jolly tara 
felt nothing of it ; tho car they occupied 
waa complete in itself — bod and bedding — 
and separate from tho other passenger cars. 
The men made up their own berths, and 
eorubbcd the car every morning after break- 
fast, making tho floors aa clean as 
the decks of a m.in-of-war. An 
inspection took place every morning 
to see thot everything waa ship-shape. Tho 
health of the men ia oxcolleut, with tho ex- 
ception of a couple who woro alightly india- 
posod, but were treated en route by tho 
Company's physicians, and are now convales- 
cent. During tho journey tho men made 
frequent hulls at stations for exercise. At 
Swift Current, on Monday, they rather sur- 

Erteed a bevy of squaws who were selling 
uffalo horns, and had to clear the way for 
the march of tho marines, 

It ia expected that.oighty marines will 
leave England for Esquimalt tho first week 
of March to take tho place of tho Sea battery 
that was withdrawn some three months 
ago. These, it is understood, are a portion 
of many other dotaohmonts who will 
likely bo required to occupy Esquimalt. In 
conversation with Mr, Blake, the commia- 
snry, who has handled tho transport of 
those who have already crossed during the 
past four years, as to how many could be 
accommodated and found at any one time, 
replied, it would be as easy, comparatively, 
to manage the transport of one thousand as 
forty of the present trip, only requiring 
more help in attendance. This of itself 
speaks volnmea for the enterprise and im- 
mense facilities of the Canadian Pacifio 
railway. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK.

The gen 
oral list outside the stocks named advanced 
anywhere from ^ to 33, Dslaware & Hudson 
leading. This stock sold up to 135? on tho 
publication of tho preliminary report of 
ISD.'i, which allows nearly 10] per cent, 
earned on tho stock. Railway and business 
matters, according to some authoritiea, uro 
looking up in the South, and Southern 
securities respond readily to buying orders 
Tho changes in tho active stocks, out 
side of these mentioned, woro slight. The 
dullness wua u diaappointniont, as it was 
thonght in certain quarters that the enor 
moua aubacriptiona to the naw Government 
loan would atart up speculation at onco.

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THE MONEY QUES I'lON. 

To THE Editor :— Your ortiole in yeiiter- 
day morniDg'a pup' f ileulioR with gold mul 
- ailver, and houdtil "An Old Teacher," la 
very weloome, bec:iuso iioy diaouaaion upon 
this all iniportunt nubjeot muse do good 
aerviop. The urtiolo ia principally a long 
quotation from Adoin Smith'a " Wealth of 
iNotiona," in order to prove that wo need 
not trouble our heads about the quantity of 
money in circulation. 

There ia no queation that aociety owea nn 
immense dtbt of gratitude to Adara Smith 
for hia magnificent work, " The Wealth of 
Nations," which deala with tho aoienco of 
political economy, butao also it owea a debt 
. of gratitute to Galileo, yet we should not 
ba prepared to accept him aa an authority 
on aoienco apainat Lord Kelvin of tho pre- 
sent day. Tho views of un organizer of 
traflic in tho days of our greal-groat-grand- 
fathera would hardly meet the requirements 
of the present age of railways aud tele- 
graphs. So with Adam Smith, he was 
dealing with difFcrent timca and difTeront 
oiroamstances to that which nflfact aociety 
in the present day, and I should advise the 
writer of your article to read Professor 
Sidgwick on political economy — it is some 
years since I read it, and I have not the 
book by nne, ao I oaoBok quote hii words, 
but ho deals extensively with Adam Smith's 
. views. 

- Now let us take your extraota from Adam 
Smith aeriatim. 

f^l "If gold and silver should.'at any time fall 
short in a country which haa wherewithal to 
purchase them, there are more expedionta 
for supplying their place thau that of almost 
^ any other commodity." 

We cm all a^^ree to that statement, but 
the question is whether tho expodiouta 
adopted are a permanent cure for tho evil '! 
A starving man may adopt tho expedient of 
stoaling n leg of mutton and thus aatiafy hia 
hunger, but ho ia likely to auller for break- 
ing the law. 

" If the materials of manufacture aro 
wanted, industry must atop. If proviaiona 
are wanted the people must starve. But if 
money is wanted birter will supply, its 
place,' though with a- good deal of inoon- 
venlenoy." '■ 

- — "This,- agaiui U perfectly trno, but it all 
reaolvea itself into a qusitioD of ..degree of 
f nconvenieDojr. ' In Adam Smith's time, 
although be aoknowledgea that barter would 

'■ ba aooompahled by '"a good deal of inonn- 
venienoy, it would be as nothing oomparod 
to the inconvenlenby ocoaaioned by barter 
if thrust upon sooiety aa organized in the 
present day. We ooald each of us live 
upon a quartern loaf a day, but it would bo 
very inconvenient. 

" Buying and selling upon credit, and the 
different dealers compensating their credits 
with one another once a month or once a 
year, will supply it with leas inconveni- 
enoy. All well-refiulatod paper money will 
supply it, not only without iuconveniency, 
bub in some cases v/ith some advantages. 
Upon every account, therefore, tho atten- 
tion of government never was so unneces- 
sarily employed aa w hen directed to watch 
over the preaervation or increase of the 
quantity of money in any country." 

Now, thia appears contradictory ; be- 
cause, if " all well-regulated paper money 
will supply it, not only without inconveni- 
ency, but in some cases with some advan- 
tages," then well-regulated . paper money 

•' must be a great advantage. 

But what does Adam Smith mean by a 
well rc'julated p iper money ? Undoubtedly 
that it should havo behind it an adequate 

*• supply of gold or silver as a resorvo. Now, 
it cannot be denied that tho introduction of 
machinery in the present ago has enormously 
increased tho volume of trade aa compared 
with the times of Adam Smith ; therefore — 
' by his own showing — tho amount of well 
regulated paper money should be propor- 
tionately increasad, and aa a conaequenco 
the reserve of g'lld and ailver in order to 
' make it well regulated should bo increased 
atto. Consequently it would appear that 
ii is the first duty of government to " watch 
over the preservation of incroaee of the 
quantity of money in any country." 

"No complaint, however, is more common 
than that of a eoaroity of money. Money, 
like wine, must always be scurco with those 
who have neither wherewithal to buy it nor 
credit to borrow it. Those who havo 
either will seldom be in want either of the 
money or of the wine which they 'have 
occasion for." 

Why ia there a complaint about the scar- 
city of money ? If a man cooiplains of the 
scarcity of food it means, either that there 
ia a shortage ia the supply, or that difhcul- 
tiea'are put in bis way for satisfying tho 
liecessitiea of existence. If society does 
not want; mankind to live in a healthy con- 
dition, then out' off tho- supply of food by 
all means, bnt if heUtby exiatence then it 
ia tho duty of govcirnment to endeavor to 
■ remove every obstacle in the' way of that 
right. 

So it ia with money. Society has been or- 
ganized under a system which renders it 
neceaaary— whether rightly or wrongly is 
another matter — lo olitain money as a 
medium of exchaugo fur tho necessities of 
exiatence, 

' D.-"nanaked man from the planet Mara 
to the planet Earth .md the first ihinj; ho 
bag to do ia to obtain a pair of trourjorp. 
How ia he lo get a p'uir of trousers? liy 
performing some labor for which he will bo 
paid niouey which he mu^t exchuiiyo for the 
troueere.; he cannot in f.ict obtain them in 
any other way , ahortof etealing, unless ho can 
find a tailor who wishes to adopt tho fashions 
of Mara and wlio will give him the trouoers 
for hia labor — barter in fact— but before ho 
could find this tailor ho would probably be 
put in priaon for walking the utreeta in a 
state of nudity. Now if money waa plentiful 
ho would havo email dilliouliy in oljtaining 
it, but if it waa acarco he would have the 
greater difficulty. That I think must be 
acknowledged. We muat beur in mind that 
one of tho principal functiona of money ia 
that, it ehould be a meaauro of value, that 
ia to say tho diCTiculty of obtaining 
money should bo proportionable to the 
ditliculty of obiaining tho commodity 
for which it exchanges and when 
these two difScultica are equal, then money 
ia performing ite fulleac function aa a 
medium of oxcbango. Surely then it ahould 
be an object of good £;overnirent to endeavor 
to equate these two diUiculties. But I am 
extending the argument too much for a

Nothing that can bo imagined 
could do moro to increaBo its trade and to 
develop its chief reiources. 'Wlien that 
□anal is open, ViotorU will rapidly become 
the Liverpool of the Faoifie Coast. 



TBB NIOARAQUA OANAL. 

The Nicaragua canal la very far indeed 
from being a projent in the air, aa it wore. 
It has paascd that stage and has become a 
jiraotioat enterprise which has made a fair 
aommenoemenv, and on which money has 
been spent) and cjood work done. The 
Nicaragua Canal Conatruotlon Company, at 
present in tho hands of a roceiver, has ox 
ponded on tho cuual and on preliminary 
works the very considerable sum of $7,.')74, 
769. It has a good deal to 8ho',v for 
this expenditure. The canal has, in 
the first place, been surveyed, the 
route located and the necessary maps 
plana and profiles have been made. A 
breakwater has been construoted at Grey- 
town and the harbor work there completed. 
Wharves, warehouses and administration 
buildings have been constructed. Two niilea 
of canal 17 feet deep and from 100 to 200 
feet wide have been excavated. Eleven 
miles of railroad for construction purpoaea 
have been built. Sixty miles of telegraph 
have been built. For twenty miles the lino 
of the canal has been cleared of timber. The 
necessary plant and franchise for the navi 
Ration of the San Juan Biver and Lake 
Nioaragna have been purobaaed. 

It can bo easily undcratocd that the com- 
pany which has done so much has a very 
clear idea of what is atill to bo done, and 
what the work when completed is likely to 
coat. In fact, it is evident that all that 
now prevents the canal from being con- 
structed ia want of money. Its feasibility 
has been proved, and tho benefits it will con- 
fer upon tho commerce of the world demon- 
strated. It is proposed that tho United 
Stiles guarancco tho bonds of the company, 
Isking good care to secure itself from loaa, 
to the extent of one hundred millions of 
dollars. It is calculated that this sum will 
be snffioicnt to complete tho canal. The 
President, it Is said, ia favorable to the 
onterprige, and is using his in- 
fluence to procure tho guarantee. But 
the canal has powetful onemioi in the Uni- 
ted States who, so far, have succeeded in 
preventing its receiving aid in any shape 
from Congress. It has been a»id this oppo- 
sition has been to a groat extent, or perhaps 
wholly, withdrawn, and that Congress will 
be left freo to deal with tho Nicaragua 
canal project on its merits. It is hard to 
tell how much truth there is in this report, 
but it does seem surprising that any interest 
has been powerful enough to block an ontor- 
priae from which tho United States ia sure 
to reap bo many and auoh great advantagei; 
but tho ways nf Anloric^n legislators and 
^lobbyiata are paat finding out. 

The conviction that, if the United Statea 
does not bestir itself to aid in the oonstruo- 
tion of the canal and to obtain the control of 
it when it is constructed, Britiah capitallata 
will toke hold of tho work and find tho 
money neceaaary to complsto it, m»y stimu- 
late CoDgresB to do what ia neceaaary to 
keep the canal in Americas hands. Ameri- 
cans must know that if the canal is built 
with Britiah money it will come under 
British oontrol, for tho Government of Qreat 
Britain would naturally do what would bo 
neoesiary to make tho investment saouro. 
There ia hardly anything that the people of 
the United States would' dislike more than 
to see a work, in which their commeroe muat 
necessarily bo so deeply [ntereatcd, under the 
oontrol of Great Britain or any other foreign 
power. An influential American newspaper 
«aya : 

It ia absolutely neceaaary that the United 
States should have political control of tho 
canal. Tho waterway would bo of OBpecUl 
value to two countries, our own and Groat 
Britain, and it is certain, if tho oanal is 
-^•oonstructed, that Britiah interests will force 

' their Government to oxcrciao over it a pro- 
testorate that will amount to ownorahip, if 
our own Government does not ataud iu tho 
way. There ia no immediate fear that tho 

■two Governments would not exercise a 
peaceable joint occupation, bat joint occu- 

.patlon, with InteroatB that may become 

.adverse, ia nol desirable. 

The ooncluaion then Is that tho United 
Statea muat have the political, control of 

Aho canal, but, in order to be in a posltlpn 



THM FBENOH NAYT. 

A few weeks ago tho people of Great 
Britain were seriously alarmed bcoause they 
wore told, by one whom they oonaiderod an 
authority on auoh matters, that tho navy of 
Franco waa fast becoming a match for tho 
navy of England. Tho French, it waa aaid^ 
had been spending large auma of money on 
their navy. They were buiidintc ahips on 
tho moat approved plana, and were arming 
them with guna of the newest pattern. 
France, it waa averred, had already become 
a formidable aaval power, and waa rapidly 
inoreasing her strength on tho aeas, while 
Gi'oab Britain, as regards her fleet, 
was almost stationary, or, at best, 
progreaaing at a snail's pace. It 
was absolutely neceaaary, for tho anfoty and 
even tho very existence of Groat Britaip, 
that ahe ahould bo moro than a match at 
»oa for any two powera that could bonomod, 
but if France carried out her projected im- 
[jrovements, she alone would iu the 
course of a very few years be Britain's equal 
in naval strength. It was only tho other 
day that tho Tinica alluded to tho activity 
of France in increasing her navy aa 
argument to show that England waa bound 
in self preservation to build more ships, and 
to put those that are built in better fighting 
condition. It said : 

This the avowed policy of Franco, to say 
nothing for tho moment of other Powers, 
inexorably compels this country to in- 
cur a heavy and continuous expenditure 
on tho incrcaso of its naval defence!, 
and only by gambling with its vital 
interests can either tho country or its Gov- 
ernment evade thio obligation. This is the 
fundamental point for those who care for 
tho navy and realizo tho vital iutcreata it 
guards to keep in view and to insist upon in 
season and out of season until their cud is 
obtained. 

By this wo see that the alarm in England 
oauatd by a comparison of tho British navy 
with that of Franco has not yet subsided. 
What then must bo tho surprlso of the 
British people when they find that in the 
French Chamber of Deputies this navy 
which was represented to them as so strong 
and in such splendid condition, is described 
by a member of a Commistiion which had 
been appointed to enquire into tho naval 
aflaira of the nation, aa iu a moat deplorable 
and dangerous state of inefficiency. Accord- 
ing to M. Lockroy tho country which waa 
only the other day represented to tho Britiah 
public aa rapidly becoming a firut class naval 
power, ia, aa far aa ita coaat ia concerned, 
almoat defenceless, that its porta aro in a 
bad condition, and that the torpedo boats 
are worthless. He declared that the naval 
affairs were so badly administered that 
vesaola could not be put to sea for want of 
supplioa. The now ahips, which were in 
England said to be models of modern naval 
architecture, were pronounced defective and 
faulty, and owing to the defectiveness 
of the engines fatal accidents were con 
tinually occurring. The deacription of the 
French Commissioner was in the strongest 
contrast to tho representations of the Britiah 
alarmist. It ia certain that M. Lockroy did 
not represent matters aa being worao thon 
tboy really are. This is not tho habit of the 
French. Their failing, indeed, is to speak 
too favorably of everything in which the 
strength and the prowess of tho nation is 
uonccrned. It ia probable that M, Lock 
roy'a extraordinary apcech will liavo th( 
elTect of lessening tho alarm felt In England 
aa to the strength and cfHoienoy of the nuvy ; 
but it is not likely that it will cause the 
Government to slacken in its efforts to make 
tho nation's superiority at sea beyond ques' 
tion. 

BUTTER AM) CHEESE. 

The dairying interests of tho Dominion 
have grown very rapidly. Many Canadians, 

who are not very old, can remember dlS' 

tinctly when thero wore not enough butter 
and oheeso produced in the country to sup- 
ply tho home market, and the quality of 
what was made was nothing to boast of. 
Pretty fair cheese waa made in some places 
by a few people, but by far the greater 
quantity was very inferior. It was very 
much tho same with butter. Canadian but- 
ter did not have a very good character 
abroad. But by degrees farmora found that 
tho country waa well adapted for the 
production of butter and checes of 
the best quality and they began 
to acquire some skill in making them. 
Cbeeio faotorios were eatabliahod hero and 
there, and their products wore found to bo 
equal to tho beat manufactured in tho 
Unltod Statea. Cheese began to fijjuro in 
the Hat of exports, but no one imagined that 
it would become one of the staple articles of 
farm produce. Bub this ia what has oomo 
to paas. In 1892 Canada produced enough 
oheceo for its own consumption and ex- 
ported 811,G52,'112 worth beaidei, and no 
doubt the export of ISO.'i was still larger 
Tho export of cheoae and butter from 1890 
to 1892 was: 

Ohee$e. Butter. 

1890 1 9,372,212 $ 3i0,m 

1891 9,508,800 002,175 

1892 11,652,412 1,056.058 

The increase in the export of butter, 300 
per oent. In three years, is something re- 
markable. Tho secret of it ia that it ia only 
lately that Canadian farmers have paid 
much attention to tho making aud packing 
of butter. Many of thorn had no idea of the 
immonao diiTerence there la between well 
made bntter and unskilfully made batter, 
Wh(ua they found that butter, was Inoreaaed 



very considerably in value by being skilfully 
made, and after they had learned from ex- 
perts how it ought to bo made, and how it 
ahould be put up for tho foreign market, 
tboy were not long in benefitting by their 
newly acquired knowledge. The increaae 
in tho export ia one of the results of the 
Improved prooeaBea of butter making. It 
will take aomo little time for Canadian 
butter to win a high character in tho 
English market, but that it will do so there 
cannot be thesligbtest doubt. The time, 
then, is not far distant when Canadian 
butter will have as high a churaotor 
wherever It ia usod as Canadian cheese. 

The number of miloh cows in Ontario 
alone in 1892 waa 787,830, which Is 1-1,602 
over tho previous year. " In 1892 there 
wore 850 oheeso factories in operation. In 
1887 — five years previoualy — there woro 
just 737 in operation. Tho oheeao product 
has hioroaaed in tho same period from 53, 
500,000 pounds to 9.'1,800,000 pounds." 

The rapid Inoreuae of dairying in On 
tario and other parts of tho Dominion 
should encourage those who are determined 
that Britiah Columbia shall, before long, pro 
dues all tho butter and cheese it needs 
It will bo a reproach to tho enterpriso of ita 
Inhobitunta if this province will bo much 
longer dependent on Knatern Canada and 
the United Statea for any of tho dairy pro 
ducQ that it oonaumes. With so good a 
market at homo efTorts should bo niade to 
keep it well supplied. Tho dairyman lina 
adYantugCB iu liritish Columbia which aro 
denied to Blook-raitors of tho other pvoviucea 
of the Dominion. lie has no long, dreary 
winter to contend with. In many parts of 
tho provioco cattle scarcely need to be 
housed nl all, and tboy can get better food 
in what are the winter months of the east 
than in some of the Bummor mouths. The 
graas, for inatanoe, in tho district of Vic- 
toria ia t;reoijer to-day, and moro auooulent 
than it waa in August last. The mild 
winter here muat be a great advantage, and 
oittlo appear to bo aa healthy in •this 
province aa they nrc In any part of Canada.

On Sunday last Mra. Elizabath Roberts 
(widow) died at tho homo of W. T. CoUla 
son, postmaster at Plumper Pass, Mayne 
island ; on Monday night tho body waa 
brought to this city on tho steamer Louise, 
Mr.' CoIIinson accompanying it ; and on 
Taeaday the interment took place at Rosa 
Bay cemetery, Richard Morrison, M.D., of 
this city, having oertiGod to tho cause of 
death, pronounoiug it cardiac (hoart) disease. 
Yesterday morning 'the body was exhumed 
by order of Coroner Hasell, acting upon in- 
formation received from Mr. F. S. Huasey, 
Buporiutondent of I'rovincial police ; and 
yesterday afternoon a formal inqueat waa 
opened into tho caao, which givea pronuse of 
being a sensational ono. Since Mra. Roberts' 
death there haa been conaiderublo apecula- 
tion aa to ita cauao, in tho locality in which 
alio had resided, and thero ia believed to bo 
aullicieut evidence now available to juatify 
tho suspicion that tho unfortunate woman 
waa deliberately poisoned. 

Tho steps taken iu tho matter by Super- 
intendent Hueaey wero in eonacquonco of 
bis iL-iving received a letter iu reference to 
tho case from Officer McNeill, now stationed 
at tho Pass. Tho next move iu tho case 
will probably bo tho arroat ot Postmaster 
Colliuaon on tho charge, under tho uow 
code, of neglecting to provide medical at- 
tention fur tho unfortunate woman upon hor 
request that a doctor bo called. 

The jury empannelled in tho case yester- 
day afternoon ia conipoaod of Messrs. 
Henry Waller, W. H. Bone. R. Erakine, E. 
Pearson, Henry Short and B. Brayj and tho 
first witness called was Undertaker Thomas 
Story, of Victoria. 

Mr. Story's evidence waa to tho effect 
that on Sunday ovoniog Captain Rudlin 
brought to him a note from W, T. CoIIin- 
son, giving tho moaauromonta of tho do- 
ceaeod and requesting that a collin, to coat 
$15 or $20, be aent immediately to the 
Pass. Thia order was duly executed, and the 
body was received by the Monday night 
atoamcr, Mr. CoIIinson aocompauying it to 
tho city. Ho (witness) opened tho coffin 
and saw the body of tbe deceased woman. 
Batween and 10 o'clock Tuesday morning 
Dr. Morrison oame to his undertaking 
rooms and viewed tho body; he made no ex- 
amination of tho body, did not remove any 
portion of the clothing or disturb the corpse 
in any way, simply looking at It casually 
and remaining less than five minutes. He 
(Ur. Morrison) gave the formal certificate, 
ascribing cardiac disease aa the causo of 
death. 

An official copy of tho certificito referred 
to waa produced. It contained the infornu*- 
tion that tho signer — Richard Morrison, 
M. D., — bad examined Mr.i. Eliziboth Rob- 
erts, Btateti to bo 51 years of ago, on tho 
SOth Jannary, alio having died at Plumper 
Paso on tho 28th inatant; that tho cause of 
death was cardiac disease, und that the dis- 
ease continued about seven weeks. 

In reply to a juror, tho coroner denied 
that it waa possible for u medical man to 
diagnose tho cause of death from such an 
examination of tho body as Dr. Morrison 
waa stated, in Mr. Story's evidence, to have 
made. Of course in oases of smallpox or 
diseases of similar character, it would bo 
possible to pronounce tho causo of death 
from a glanco at tho face of the dccoa-^ed, 
but in would not be possiblo in a case of 
cardiac disease, which Dr. Morrison had 
oertiSed to bo tho cause of death. 

F. S. Hussoy, tuperintendent of polico, 
taking the witnesd box, deposed that from 
information recoivod from the police at 
Plumper Pass touching tho death of Elizi- 
both Roberts, ho considered that there 
might bo reason to auapoot foul play in oop- 
neciion with tho case. It. waa lor this rea- 
son that he had requested an ioquost with a 
post mortem examination and a ohomlcal 
analysis of the stomaohio contents and the 
oonkentsof tbe intestines. A thorough ex- 
amination into the facts of tbe case he 
thought was necotsary in the interest 
nob only of tho friends of tho 
deceased, but in tho interest of tbe man 
suspected of foul play iu the matter and in 
the interest of justice. Ho did not consider 
Dr. Morrison's certificate of death worth 
auytbipg at all. 
Tho Coroner — Nsither do I. 
The witness continued chat tbe certificate 
of death could not but be considered as 
wholly unreliable in view of tbe very hur- 
ried and superficial examination of the 
body. 

Mr. Short (juror)— la there no way of 
punishing a doctor for a thini; like this ? 

Coroner Hasell replied that ho was not 
ffcmiliar with tho law in thia country. 
Wero Bueh a thing to transpire in ICngland, 
the medical man so otTending would have 
hia name struck from tho roll of practition- 
ers, and bo would also ba proceeded against 
by tho aulhoriliea for uttoriug u fraudulent 
oortifioato of death, 

Mr. Short suggested that aa tho Legisla- 
ture was now in acsslon it would bo well to 
uggoat to tho Attorney-General tho deair- 
ability of similar logialation hero, if it wero 
found that no exiating law covered adequat- 
ely tho oiTonco complained of. 

Tho matter was left in abeyance, it being 
underatood that tho jury will deal with it iu 
their verdict.and tho inquest was adjourned 
until Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock, when 
Dr. O. M. Jonea, who la making the poat 
mortem, will give evidence, as well aa tov- 
oral witnesses from Plumper Pass.

Hon. Mb. Davie moved for leave to in- 
troduce a bill intituled " Ao act to abolish 
the right to aocess and use of light by pro- 
Boription." 

Bill introduced and read a first time ; 
second reading to morrow. 

THE INDIAN KESERVE 

Dr. Milne moved that a respect- 
ful address bu presented to His Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor requostiog him to 
cause to bo sent down to the house copies of 
all correspondence between tho govern- 
ment of this proviuco and tho gov- 
ernment of tho Dominion relative to 
the Songheea Indian reserve, or bet- 
ter known as tho ludinn reserve, aituited 
within the corporation limits of tho city of 
' Victoria. The mo\'er pointed out that the 
city of Victoria had extended so that tho 
Indian reserve wait now in tho oentro of it. 
' As tho land had ac(|uired a great value 
solely by reason of the uity'a growth, it was 
only fiiir that tho municipality should re- 
ceive tho advantage of thie, if tho Indians 
were removed; and he hoped that if the 
province could secure postesaion of tho land 
■ It would be transferred to the city on terms 
advantageous to both. 

Hon. Mb Davie said that unfortunately 
what was desired cannot bo obtained by 
merely writing a letter. Negotiations with 
the object of the acquirement of tho reserve 
for other uses had been going on for a long 
time, but tittle progress had been made as 
the matter is a complicated one from tho 
fact that besides tbe interests of the Do- 
minion and provinoial governments those of 
the Indians have to be considered. \Yhen 
they gave up tho rest of their land ^ they 
were assured by treaty of the poSBession of 
this reserve for the use of themselves and 
their heirs for ever, and aa this treaty has 
to be respeoted, they can be removed 
only by their own consent. Of course 
tho Indians are subject, like other persons, 
to tho right of expropriation for high public 
reasons, and when all negotiations fail per- 
haps that is what will have to bo resorted to. 

Mr Grant supported the resolution ; ho 
thou|;ht that when a suitable placo was 
found for the Indians, and the city of Vic 
toritt acrjuired poascbsion of their present 
reserve, the citizens would lay aside a sum 
to assist them in living at some otner place. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said iliero iu no doubt 
that if tho Dominion government provide 
another site Victoria will cheerfully grant 
compensation to the Indians if tluy acquire 
the land. He did not think it would be of 
■ particular benefit to tho city if the land 
were expropriated for railway purposes. Hu 
advocated that tho city should lease it for 
lorg terms to persons who would im- 
p n\-e it. 

Motion agreed to. 

CiAME PROTKCTION ACT. 

Mr Marti.v moved for leave to introduce 
a bill intituled " An act to amend the game 
protection act (1892) amendment act, ISO.').' 

Bill read a first time ; second reading 
Monday. 

MONEY IN ARIiEAR. 

Mb Sword moved " That an order of the 
house be granted for a return sho^ring the 
sums, if any, duo and unpaid on land sold 
in tho various districts at tho close of the 
financial year, 30th Juno, 1893." 

Hon. Mr. Davie suggested that the re 
turn should be up to date. 

Motion GO amended and agreed to. 

Mr. SwDiii) moved "That au order 
of the house be granted for a return show 
ing the amount , if any, of land registry fees 
due and unpaid at the 30th June, 1803; the 
names of those in arrears, with tho reap 
tive amounts and the years tn which uucli 
arrears accratd," 

Mr. Crovt suggested that tbe return 
cover until the 3Iat of December. 

Motion eo amended and agree to. 

NAKDSr AND HI.OCAK RAILWAY. 

Mr. Semlin movifd " That a rcBpeotful ad 
dress be presented to His Honor the Lieu 
""tenant-Governor, asking Hra Honor to Lo 
pleased tr caueo to bo sent down to this house 
copies of all ordorf-in nriurcil, contracts, 
tenders and correspondence botweeir llie 
government or any member thereof and llie 
contractor for tho conHtructiou of the Nak- 
uap & Slnoun railway." 

Hon. Mr. DAvrs said there appeared lo 
be no necessity for this motion, as it was 
stated io tho speech from the throne that 
these papers would be laid before the house, 
there was, however, no reason why it should 
be opposed.

Hon. Col. Baker presented the twenty 
second annual report of tho public schools;

Hon. Mb. Beaven inquired if it is the 
intontion^iof the government to so amend 
tho act relating to tho election of school 
tru8te?s aa to do nway with the absurd pro- 
vision that the school tar: for the current 
year must bo p.iid to entitle a man to vote. 
If not, ho woi>ld move in tho matter himself. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said this "absurd pro- 
vision," aa Mr. Beaven termed it, appeared 
to bo on tho lines of tho amendment made 
to the Municipal act lust year at that 
hon. gentleman's request, making tho tuxes 
due two or three months earlier than they 
bad previously bcor. Ho was not personally 
rosponsiblo for the provision though ho had 
voted for it in the belief thatitwaaof thesaine 
ObRr^oter as the other ohaoges respeoting 



the payment of taxes. When he oame to 
find out ofterwards what it really provided ; 
ho was sorry that it had been allowed to 
p-tss. 



Hon. Col. Baiier said it is the intention 
to amend tho act in tho direction suggested. 
As Mr. Beaven had himself voted for tho 
provision coniplainod of it did not come very 
well from that gentleman now to call it 
absurd. 

Hon. Mr Beaven replied that he ob- 
jected to tho provision when it was before 
tho Cotiimitteo of tho Whole, but ho could 
not got tho Minister of Education to agree 
with hiirr. Referring to tho Attorriey 
General's remarks on tho subject of making 
municipal taxes payable at an earlier dato, 
his (Mr. Beaven't) amondirrent was to make 
tho time up to which tho rebate applied, 
tho 3lst of October, instead of tho 1st of 
December, which was only one month. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— You wanted to make 
it the Ut of June. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven said this was not tho 
caso. Ho thought, however, it would bo 
hotter to have it provided by law that tho 
nmnieipal assesamenta should bo taken the 
year before tho taxes are eluo, so that they 
could bo paid at the first of tho year, 
thereby avoiding tho necessity for paying 
interest on borrowed money to carry on the 
municipal business while waiting for the 
collection of tho taxes. 

Hon. Mr Davie expressed surprise that 
if Mr. Beaven, aa atatod, noticed in corn 
mitteo tho inoonvonienco likely to result 
from the provisien now proposed to be 
amended, ho had not brought in an amend 
mont to the adoption of the report of the 
committee, as it was his oastoro to so place 
on record his dissent to anything of which 
he did not approve. 

Hon. Mr Tiiuner said he found, in turn 
ing up tho records, that this portion was not 
in the bill originally, but had been intro- 
duced in committee. His impression had 
been that it was by tho leader of the oppoai 
tion himself.

A statement 
of tho work to bo done not covered by ooir- 
tracts now lot ( >) on the construction, fit- 
ting and furnishing of tho now parliament 
buildings ; (h) ori tho laying out of grounds, 
etc., conse(iuent on tho oonatruction of the 
said buildings.

FULL COURT. 

(Present: Sii-?.Iii'llio\v H rioRbio, CJ,, Urako 
i\nd JlcCruiKiit, J.J.) 

Jackson v. Juckson & Myliua — This waa 
an ufjpenl from tlie wholoof tlio juilginuutof 
Mr. JuBtico Creftso in the uction which was 
brought by the plaintill, Mrs. Marj^nret 
Jackson, to recover iho sum of i!12,01l!| a 
Bum of money nlleged to have been udvaiiced 
to I ho firm of Jackson & Myliua, of wliioh 
firm the plaintifif claimed Mrs. Colia Myliua 
waa 11 partner. The defence in the uction 
was that Mrs. Celia Myliua was not a part- 
ner, and until the oise reached the appellate 
court the point waa not raiaed that the 
Statement of defence did not make a apccifio 
denial of tho non-e.xistenco of the alleged 
partiicrahip or of any other partnership. 
Judgment was given againsb the defendant 
Celia Myliu3 at the trial for tho fullamonnt 
claimed and coata. 

Mr. F. B. Gregory (Belyea &, Gregory) 
moved to have tho judgmout revoraed or 
varied, and judgment entered fcr the defend- 
ant, Celia Mylius. Ho relied on the evi- 
dence to catabliah no proof of partnership, 
either by deed or by holding out. 

Mr. Helmoken, who appeared for the 
respondent (plaintiff) contended that tho 
denial of the partnership in the pleadings 
was evasive and nob specifio, and argued 
that., he^>raB entitled to judgment on the 
pleadinga.' 'This view of the case was re- 
ceived by tho Chief Justioei and Mr. Justice 
Drake, Mr. Justice MoCreigfat dinentinf;, 
be holding that the pleadiDgs were in aooord- 
ance with the best precedents, and were the 
usual pleadings in suoh oases. 

Mr. Gregory then asked on what term a 
he would be allowed to amend the state- 
ment of defence, so as to more apeciSoally 
deny the purtnerahip in aooordanco with tho 
views of tho majority of the bench. 

The court after diacuasion decided to give 
tho appellant a choico of two altornativea : 
(1) That the judgment should bo set aside and 
u now trial ordered, tho appellant to pay 
tho reapondent'a coats of the appeal, ond to 
be allowed to amend tho pleading.! as ad- 
viaed, coats of tho lower court to abide tho 
event, or ('2) to have tho present judgment 
reduced from §12,013 to §5,270, each party 
to pay hia own coata of tho appeal, it being 
apparent from tho evidence that this lesser 
amount was uU that ever reached the firm 
of Jackaon & Mylius. 

Mr. Gregory asked time to consider this, 
and the court adjourned for luncheon. After 
luncheon Mr. Gregory announced that he 
would'respectfully decline to acoepl^ cither 
of tho propositions, and would not consent 
to any arrangement whatever short of what 
he had asked for in the appeal. The court 
declined to hear hira on the questions of liw 
involved, holding that judgment should go 
to the plaintiff on tho pleadings for the 
S5,270, and judgment was entered accord- 
ingly, Mr. Justice Ucako diaaenting and 
stating that he thought the judgment should 
beset aside entirely. Mr. Gregory then 
asked for a written judgment from the 
court, in order that he micrht appeal from 
the jadgment of the Full court to the Su- 
preme court of Canada. 

DIVISroKAL COURT. 
(Before Sir M. B. Begbie.O-J., MoCroIght and 

i Drake. J.J.) 

Foot vs. Mason. — This was an appeal from 
an ex parte order of Mr. Justice Crease, 
dated 22ad instant, extending for two days 
the time (jevcn days) limited by an order of 
Mr. Justice Drake^ made upon suminooB on 
the 15th instant, for the plaintiffs to 
give security for the costs of their action, 
and providing that othorwiao the action 
should be disiiiiaeed. The defendants had 
moved in chambers to rescind the ox parte 
order, but that motion had been refasod. 
Tho plaiiiiilla did not give the seottrity 
within tho extended time. 

The grounds of appeal were ; 

1. That there ia no jurisdiction to vary by 
an CI parte order tho terms of an order made 
upon summons after hearing tho parties. 

2. That tho order of Mr. Justice Croaso 
made no provision for dismissing tho action 
on default of tho security being given with- 
in the extended time. \V. J. Taylor for 
the defendant appellant ; J. P. Walls for 
the plaintitls, roapondonta. 

Tho Court, oxpreasod un opinion that tho 
ex parte order waa irregular, and that tho 
plaintiCTs were out of time. 

Mr. Walls, for tho reapondenta, aubmit- 
t.d that tho Court had jurisdiction now to 
grant tho necessary extension of time. The 
reason thn security was not given within 
the extended time was owing to tho 
question raised as to the validity of the 
tx parte order, as, if it were held to be inop- 
erative, the giving of the security would have 
been too late to prevent the dismissal of tho 
aotion; bat tho plaioliiTa were now prepared 
to give' the security if the court, in tho ex- 
ercise of their discretion, extended tho time, 
and wer^ also prepared to pay the costs 
occasioned by the wpeal. (Re Mancheator 
Economic Building Sooiet7,24 dh>Dlvi496) 

Begbie, 0. J.— The ooort has jarisdiotion 
by Rule 674 to give any jndgmenb and make 
any order whioh 'may bejnatand as the case 
may require. We do not think that it would 
bo just to dismiss the aotion and put 
tho parties to the cost of an- 
other uction when tho plaintiff is 
now ready to givo tho soourity, 
Tho order will therefore bo that, upon pay. 
meut by tho plaintiffs of the coats of Ihia 
appeal and of the defendant's motion tc re 
view iho ex parte order in Chamberp, and 
upon giving the soourity under tho order of 
Mr. Justico Urako, within forty-oiglit hours, 
tho plaintiffs bo at liberty to proceed, other 
wise tho action to stand dismissed with 
costs. . , ' 

Drake, J.— Oar judgment is not to be 



taken as un expression upholding tho grant- 
ing of cx-parto orders on such motions. Tho 
next caao of tho kind tliat comes before tho 
court may be dealt with in a different 
manner.

Tho annual report on tho pulilio aohools 
of tlio province, for 1S92 93, presented 1:0 
the logialaturo yesterday by tho Minister of 
Education, is as uaaal a highly interesting 
publication. It was compiled by the' Super- 
intendent of Education, who haa got to- 
gether au instructive mass of statistical and 
other information illustrative of the marked 
progress which the work of tho schools hat 
made in this province ; while Dr. Pope's 
own report and those of the two Inspectors 
contain many suggeationa for further im- 
provement. 

Dr. Pope notes that "tho records of the 
year show oonsiderublo inorenae In attend- 
ance, marked improvement in the oondltiou 
of the schools, and aatisfiictory pro 
gresa in the subjeots of study preaoribod." 
There wore 166 Echools in operation, 
4 of these being high and 140 rural ichoola, 
The tcaobers and monitors employed were 
267, an inoreaae of 39 over the previ- 
ous year. There wero 11,49Q pupila on 
the rolls, an increase of The 
expenditure for ednoation proper was $190,- 
558, of which the principal Item was $174,- 
847 for the teaobers' salaries, the incidental 
expenses of rural sobools being $6 374, and 
the cost of the oduoatlon office §0,33G The 
Lands and Works department iuid out $20,- 
960 on school houtee, and §,3,537 on furni- 
ture and repairs In rural districts. Tlio 
city diatriota refunded $40,280, being hali 
tho amount of their teachers' salaries, so that 
tho total expenditure borne by the province 
was $174,775, being well within the esti- 
mates, aa 521,2,31 remained unexpended. 
Tho total c^6L of each pupil enrolled averag- 
ed $10 57, and that of each in average daily 
attendance was $2(5 79. The average salary 
of the 242 teachers on tho pormmcnt atair 
wua $Cl per month. Tho enrolment of 
pupils boa almost doubled in the past five 
years, and the last two years thus compare :

The applications for teachers' certiticatea 
have been increasing even more rnpidly than 
havo the pupil], tho total for 1893 being 
271, nguinat 20O and 154 for tho two years 
preceding, Oa this subject Superintendent 
Pope says : 

" At tho present time, the number of cer- 
tificated toachcra about KjUivla the demand, 
and tlie prospecta are that, in the near future 
there will bo a sutlioicnt nuiiilur of lioldcra 
of cortifioitea to eualilo hoards of trustees, 
in case of vacancies, to select from a largo 
nuinber of applicanta, Thoao wlio have had 
little or no experience in teaching will 
doubllesa finl it difficult to Bocuro appoint- 
menta. It behovea thoae, therefore, who 
propose entering tho profesaioii of touching 
to fit themselves for tho work by utilizing 
every facility alfordcd them. Wo would 
suggest that it would bo of great udvautiigo 
to tho inexperienced to spend as much time 
as possible in visiting orderly and well cm- 
ducted schools beloro undertaking acli»e 
duties, in order to obtain a knowledge of 
the methods employed, tho diaoiplino c.b 
served, and in fact to learn hoir to manage a 
school. 

" Tho youDR women of sixK en or eighteen 
and tho younc; men of eighteen or twenty, 
who obtain cortificitcs of (pialifioiition to 
teach and" yet soarcely know tha difforcnce 
between a register and a reoitatiou record 
book, or who cannot make out correctly th'j 
monthly and yearly reporta required, are 
certainly not properly prepared for the pro- 
fession. 

" It is eminently necessary for llio teacher 
to have a good educational standing, but it 
is equally important that he have a good 
knowledge of everything required for the 
^iroper managnment of a sohool," 
iiKai scnoous, 

A chapter devoted to high schools givea 
particulars as to the date of establishment 
and the ntimber of pupils in attendance. 
Dr. Pope continues : 

"Although authority haa been vested for 
some years ia the boards of trustees liaviug 
control of theso schools to exact fees from 
pupils attending them, yet up to the pres- 
ent time each echooi jiias been free to all, 
who, having passed the required entrance ex- 
amination, desire to take a course of in- 
struction in the more advanced banohes of 
study. 

"Of thoao whose judgment liaa any 
weight in forming public opinion, there are 
scarcely any who doubt the propriety 
and even the necessity of proviaing from 
the public funds a free education in elemen- 
tary branches. There nro a few, however, 
who object to tho giving of free insti notion 
in the secondary or more advanced branches. 
Schools, like other institutions, should bo 
judged by their rcsulte. Ucan certainly bs 
shown that the educational iutercats of the 
province have been directly benefited by 
these higher institutions of learning. Eioh 
year pupils leave these schools to enter upon 
the active duties of life, and by the instruc- 
tion received in them, uro bolter and more 
practically prepared for the calling of their 
choice, whether they follow agricultural, 
mechanical, mercantile, or professional pur-' 
suits. 

" Of tho two hundred ond sovonty-fivH 
toaohors now employed in (lie aohiiola, over 
one hundred havo received instruction in 
these schools. Henco, tho usefulness of 
theae secondary inatitutions of learning 
must be apparent. The past history of our 
high schools sbowa that they have been of 
incalculable benefit to the province." 

DOTIKS OF TUr.STliES. 
On this aijViject Dr. Pope says : " When 
truateea aolect a teacher for their school, 
they should fully realizo tluit they lire 
acting for the pirenta of tlio district, and, 
aa their agents, should oudoavor to porform 
in a faithful manner the trust condded to 
them by the oommunity. Otving to the 



large extent .of territory in which the 
echools of the prorlnoe are located, it is 
found impossible to inspect. each school as 
often as ia desirable."-, HenoaViib devolves 
u pon : the : trostees, . who.: have ;? speoial isbirge 
as offioial visitors, to visit their: sobbol fre- 
quently, ^-^(o ^-'Tn'ote . partiottlnrly whether 
or not progress ' is ° ' being ' y; made, 
to see that [there . Vis '. both ', intel- 
lectual and moral . life in the sohool, in 
fact, to determine whether or not" the edu- 
cation of the children of the district is re- 
ceiving that caro and attontiou which are 
essential to their advancement. While the 
trustees may not, as a rule, be able to judge 
correctly the progress of tho pupils in ull 
tho branches taught, they can form, by 
making frequent visits, an intolligent idea 
as to the general advancement of the pupils, 
and especially can they form correct opini- 
ons aa to the dieoipline and moral tone of 
tho school. Although the te'icher ia not 
permitted to teach any special dogma or 
creed of a denomination of Christians, ■ he 
ia required by statute to inculcate tho 
highest morality. Parents must hold tho 
trustees rosponfiible for any failure on tho 
part of the teacher in this rospeot."

iN.srKCTons' RF.rOIlTS, 

Inspector D. Wilson presents an iuter- 
oaliog report oa tho result of hia visit to tho 
schools throiiglumt the province, and deal- 
ing separately with each of tho principal 
subjects taught, Hero arc a few excerpts : 

" The schools have been generally well 
managed, perhaps better than in any former 
year. If occasional harshness dill lingers, 
it ia, I tiusi, soon to give place to modes 
that improve and elevate character, li 
would be wrong to suppose that every 
teacher is a good disciplinarian, or that good 
order ia to bo found evorywhoro in tho 
schools, but, on tho other hand, commend- 
able regularity and punctuality, ready com- 
pli-inoe with the regulations, and well sus- 
tained interest in school work, may very 
properly be claimed as obaraoteristios of 
our schools. 

" With respect to the teachings of tem- 
perance, a branch subject of hygiene, the 
sentiment of tho schools is sound. Tho con- 
viction that alcohol and tobacco are bad 
thinga to use, is universal. In dealing with 
tliia branch subject, however, teachers 
should aim at oleamees of statenieut aad 
cxaotncBS of knowledge, Icat by causing 
p-Kiplo to acquire exaggerated notions of the 
tfl'oota of stimulants, thoro should be, in the 
light of aftor-knowlodge, danger of a reac- 
tion of sentiment. 

" In a few of our schools there is a ten- 
dency to demand, in the course of tho daily 
routine, too much written work, instead of 
having tlio pupila under the guidance and 
otiniulating influence of tho loacher in oral 
recitation ; in others, tho written test is not 
sullioienlly frequent to arouso both tho 
teacher and tho pupils to increased 'caro and 
diligence. 

" It ia a well recngn!z.'d fact that there 
aro three divisiona of education —tho moral, 
tho iutellectu'd and Iho physical. Tho in- 
tellectual aide haa received tho lion's share 
uf attention. The moral side has not by any 
iiicana been neglected- Physical education, 
however, except tu a limited extent, has 
been chiefly left to taho uaro of itacif. Phy- 
sical education means exercise ad.ipted to 
produoo Certain defiuito ends. In a former 
report I mentioned a course of simple exer- 
cises that would bn benehciii.!, anc; I would 
urge that-, in addition to their value as 
training, they havo a moat important etTect 
iu relieving the physical and mental tedium 
of study. ' 

Inspector Burnu, iu tlii.T his firnt report, 
says; " Tlie appc aranco of tho sohnulrooin 
should also occupy more attention than ia 
sometimea given to it. In a few cases the 
decorations of holiday times are left to fade, 
and to fall gradually, until replaced by 
those of the next half year j maps and blinds 
may be kept in better order by a few taoks 
and a little trouble ; the books and other 
school apparatus can be brightened by being 
(bleared of dust and arranged in something 
like order. Theae things may appear 
trivial, but they havo a certain, thouijh uii- 
eonsoious, itdlueuce on tho pupila at- 
tending the school; and it is 
always noticeable that teachers who 
aro thcmaolvca neglectful in rcgarii 
to drcaa ond manners, and who allow tlieir 
rooma to bn disorderly, have pupila who are 
caroleaa ot their own peraonal appoaranco, 
and that, on tho contrary, when tho room is 
briglit and pleasant, the pupila aro also clean 
and tidy. It ia (piito poaaible to judge of 
tho character of tho work done in the school 
by llio appearance of the outside of the 
building; litter and nibliiah B\ve|)l, out but 
lying around the doors, paper scattered about 
tho grounds, broken fences and windows, 
aro sure marks by wliich the quality of the 
work done within tho walla can bo esti- 
mated." 

ll.\XrAL OF SCHOOL LAW. 

An attractive looking little volume, neat- 
ly bound in cloth, and bearing the title 
" Manual of school law and school regula- 
tions," was presented to the legislature 
yesterday, in company with tho public 
school report, of whioh hitherto a groat por- 
tion of the matter in the manual has formed 
a part. Ia pnrsnanoe, however, of tho bet- 
ter plan followed in Oatario and other pro- 
vinces, it was decided to issue the manual 
separately in permanent form. Its princi- 
pal contents are as follows ; 

1. The school act. 

2. Rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment ot public schools. 

3. Kegulaliona for tho examination of 
publii! suhc;ol teachers. 

4 ('oursea of study for common, graded 
and hii;h aclinola. 

5. Liat of text books authoriz id for U86 in 
tho public Bchoolu. 

1) jundariea of sohool districts.

Toltl by the Many Applicants for 
Eiuploynient at the Uooms of 
the Committee. 



Works aud Funds tbe Two Things 
Needed- Wliat WiU the 
Council Do? 



From early morning until 5 yesterday 
afternoon, the oflioora of tho British Colum- 
bia Benevolent Sccioty, with Messrs, Bos- 
tock, Scaifo and St. Hurbc, forming the 
Citizens' Relief Committer;, wero interview- 
ed by sad faced men seeking employment at 
tho new headquarters of the relief commit- 
tee in the market building. Duriof; the 
day upwards of 110 applic;inta for worli 
had been registered, iu addition to 
the 70 or more on tbe books of tho 
Benevolent society, and tbe Rreat majority 
wero also found to be sadly in need of the 
neceaaaries of life, their immediate wanta 
being relieved out of the general 
funds ot tho Bonovolent Society. The 
money in the treaeuiy ia now all but ex- 
hausted, and the ollicers, much ngainat 
their wish, wore forced yesterday 
to announce that for the present 
no more reli'if can bo given to 
any but man led iinn. Aa the proportion of 
the aeuker.'j for c;i'.ployinpnt are uniniirritd 
and many of them confessed yesterday to not 
having had a hearty meal for duya Llio new 
order will entail additional aufl'jting. Many 
were tho tales of keenest privation relivteu 
by the applicants for "something to do" 
yesterday. Tho narrators were not disposed 
to volunteer tho sad details of their suQ'or- 
ing, but its traces wero in many caaea loo 
apparent to escape attention. One scantily 
droEBednianwho had rcgiatered his name and 
anxiously inquired if he could not ^ot a job 
of some kind immediately, was so evidently 
starving that Mr. St. Barbetook himte one 
aide and inquired : 

•"Don't you want something to eat, my 
man ? " 

The opplicint for work flushed deeply 
and answered, " I want work — notoharity." 
A little judicious questioning dieted that bo 
had only had a little rice to eat during sev- 
eral days. 0:her esses, equally hard, were 
also presented. 

Of course thero wore many who viailod 
tho City Hall during the day who protested 
loudly that a inon was worse than a China- 
man who would work for SI a 
day ; that it was better to starve, 
Otiiera saw iu tlio tll'ort to aid 
them only a delihcrato attempt on the part 
of employers to take advantage of tho un- 
fortunate circumstances of hard times for 
the purpose of reducing the poorinan's wage; 
and atill othera intjuirod pathotioully : 
"How are wo to keep our families on §1 a 
day, while tho necessaries of lito coat just 
as much as before ? " Tho majority agreed, 
however, that half a loaf was hotter than 
none, and only asked a chanou to labor for 
tho half loaf. 

Tho list of employment seekers ia now a 
long one ; unfortunately the list of those 
wlio will givo employment ia extremely 
short and funila are very, very low. Unless 
contributions oomo in liberally to-day u 
crisis will bo reached which it ia far 
from pleasant to contemplate. Mr. 
B. P. 'Bitheb sent word last evening 
that he would furniah employment 
for twenty men ; who will follow his 
worthy example? ..The Conncil and the 
Lands and 'Works Department havo both 
been appealed to';' the former cannot decide 
as to the extent of tbe work the corporation 
can furnish until the eatimates arebrought 
down, the subject being also still under 
consideration by the Lands and Works De- 
partment. It is expected that tho Council 
will do something at tho mooting called for 
.3 o'clock this afternoon, but for tho 
present at least privatu elTorta must 
bo depended upon. Tho men will te 
at tho olHco of tho relief committee 
nt 10 o'clock this morning. What will thty 
bo given to do ? Who will givo them a 
chance to earn a dollar? Who will con- 
tribute to the funds of tho Benevolent 
Society to keep them trom starving T . 



THE SINGLE TAX. 

To THE Editou :— I havo no intention to 
conlinuo n diacusaion on this subject, but 
will nsk you to publish this short reply to 
Mr. Berridge'a sneering allusions to my ^rat 
letter, in which I dealt with hia pet theory 
from a common sense, rather than from 
a pliiloeophioal or theoretical standpoint. I 
am under tho impression that a majotity of 
your readers will perfectly understand my 
remarks on "Capital and Libor." They 
aro short and simple, viz , that these two 
olementa are necessary to eacli other. The 
capitalist always has the advantage of the 
laborer, tho latter invariably solicits tho 
aid of the former, and cannot livo without 
him, whilst it ia not so necessary for the 
former to seek tho aid of tho latter, tho ox- 
ceea of labor being greater than the demand, 
I repeat that labor is holpleta without the 
aid of capital in some ahapo or other, but 
capital has many chonnela open to it to 
maintain its ii.fluenco and UEofulnees, with- 
out tho direct aid of labor. At tho meeting 
laat evening ilr. McMillan said " that the 
pioneers who went into tlio back- 
woods of Ontario bad no capital." 
I think he wdll find that very 
many of thoto people secured their holdings 
from large laud companies ou the instal- 
ment plan, and frequently receiving ad- 
vances in money to enable them to carry on 
clearing and cultivation. Others who had 
no capital, would without doubt have to 
borrow on mortgage, or receive extended 
credit from tho grocer, tho implement 
maker and the hardware merchant— each 
and all being the aid of capital — without 
which no ouo in the backwooda of any 
country could livo, ^Vhy should any work- 
ingiiiaii be willing, and locg, pray and pati- 
tiou to pay even a §15 tax on his home 
when hia neighbor, who is living in leased 
premises, and engaged in a profitable busi- 
noaa, pays nothing, although receiving 
equal beneflte wil h tho taxpayer ? 

Mr. Berridgo, I should iniagino, does not 
own ft homestead of his own, conaequeatly 
r/ould escape the weight of tho instrument 
with which ho seeks to crush liia follow citi- 
zons, vrho are doing their duty manfully 
tnd hoDcatly, without tho desire to injure 
any class or person in the community. I 
feel it ia little uso diacusoiDg this eubjoct 
with tt person who is fanatical or irrational, 
orer a pet hobby whom no argument will 
convince of his blindness. No ono would 
EufTor more under tho single tax system 
than tho struggling man with his modest 
homestead. The capitalist can take care of 
himself.
